Defect Often Liable to Act 


As Stumbling Block to 


Normal Progress 


By ROYAL S. COPELAND. M. D 
NOT LONG ago I told you how 
important is the early recognition 
of defective hearing in the school 
child. 
It was pointed out that this 
defect serves often as a stumbling 
block to normal progress in school. 
Today I want to tell you about the 
even greater importance of proper 
vision iii those of school age. 
Normal vision is essential to ihe 
child. School work requires a con­ 
stant use of the eyes, much of the 
child’s education 
heing obtained 
through the* sight. Defec tive vision, 
or atty other serious disturbance of 
th© eyes, is a definite handicap, not 
only in school work, but in physical 
I progress. 
Tho eyes function through a mar­ 
velous mechanism that cannot he 
duplicated. 
When a batty is born, 
to give one example of the remark­ 
able provision* made by nature, the 
eve is extremely short, much short 
ar than it will be in later life 
Bitt 
in the eyeball Is certain focussing 
machinery which overcome* what 
otherwise would prod u ce a defect 
in vision and enable* the infant to 
se© as clearly hh its early needs de­ 
mand. 
As the child grow* the eye­ 
ball grows in proportion and, nor­ 
mally, good sight is had at all ages. 
Possible Defects 
Unfortunately, 
this 
growth 
of 
body and eyeball doe* not corre­ 
spond iii every instance, it may be 
that the eye grows too much, re­ 
sulting in what i* called ’’myopia” 
or “near-sightedness.” 
It may not 
grow enough and then the eyeball 
is too short, resulting In "hyperro- 
pla" or farsightedness.” 
Oc c a s io n 
ally the eyeball does not develop 
uniformly; instead of being round, 
it may become the shape of 
the 
bow l of a spoon, resulting In "astig­ 
matism.” 
Not only are there outside mus­ 
cles to move th© eyes, but Inside 
the eyeball ar© tiny muscles which 
act in order to bring objects into 
ihe proper focus. 
Occasionally, as 
a result of 
some physical defect, 
thes© muscles are linable to func­ 
tion improperly. 
This is another 
cause for trouble, resulting In eye-1 
.strain, but fortunately Is a condi­ 
tion which can be overcome. 
By proper care most of th© dc 
I 
feels I have mentioned can be pre- , 
vented by attention in early lifp 
Correc tive exercises may be auffi- j 
dent, but in most instances the best j 
tiling to do Is to use glasses, until I 
the period of grow th is ended. 
Shouldn’t Object 
It is a pity that most parents ob , 
jeel to the use of glasses by their 


children, even though they are real 
ly needed. This is too bad. because 
without 
g la s se s there will be in 
creasing weakness of the eves. 
Bear in mind that in most cases 
children who start to wear glasses 
at an early age will be able later to 
discard them. It is quite likely that 
avoiding their use in early life will 
mean the constant need of glasses 
in later life. 
The 
child 
who 
wears glasses 
should report to the doctor at least 
once a year. 
Eye* normal in vision should be 
guarded and protected from undue 
strain and fatigue. The child should 
not be permitted to read in poor 
light, and above a1! cise, prolonged 
reading with strain of the eyes 
must be avoided.
